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The fossil species Neocallichirus manningi Schweitzer, Feldmann, 
Fam, Hessin, Hetrick, Nyborg and Ross, 2003 was described from the 
Campanian strata of Canada (British Columbia). However, this name 
is already preoccupied with the extant species Neocallichirus manningi 
Kazmi and Kazmi, 1992, known from the Indian Ocean (Arabian 
Sea, Pakistan). Therefore a new replacement name Neocallichirus 
rodfeldmanni is proposed here for the fossil species Neocallichirus 
manningi Schweitzer, Feldmann, Fam, Hessin, Hetrick, Nyborg and 
Ross, 2003. The new replacement name honours Rodney M. Feldmann 
(Kent State University, Ohio, USA) who has contributed much to our 


knowledge of fossil decapod crustaceans. 
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
